The Beaver Division of the canal 
was completed to the Western Re­ 
serve Harbor in the fall of 1833, and 
being the “Head of Navigation" it 
at once became an important point 
It was so named for the reason j 
that all freight, and passenger busi­ 
ness from and to the rich region 
known as the “Western Reserve", in 
I the northeastern portion of Ohio, 
made this its shipping and forward- 
j mg point. 
Large quantities of sand 


stone was shipped from near Pitts­ 
burgh a rd landed at the “Harbor", 
and all materials assembled here 
were hauled by teams lor distribu­ 
tion to Ohio points. 
Hundreds of 
wagon teams were frequently on the 
ground at once. It was a busy m art 
and transacted far more business 
than New Castle. 
Mr. F. T. Clark, from Bridgewater, 
Beaver 
county, .erected 
the 
first 
warehouse in 1834 or 1835. 
It was 
located on the north side of San- 
key’s run. 
David Sankey erected 
the second warehouse on the south 
side of the run in 1836. 
A town 
was laid out 
by Thomas Allison, 
and quite a number of lots sold. 
There were two hotels, one frame 
and the other frame and part logs. 
A general store was kept by Samuel 
T. Bolby, and there was a black­ 
smith shop. 
Later on complaints came from 
lumbermen on French creek, on ac­ 
count of the dams built by the 
Canal company on the creek to fur­ 
nish water to the feeder, not having 
"slides” or arrangements for ru n ­ 
ning rafts over them. 
Mr. David 
Sankey, who was then serving his 
term in the Senate, framed a bill 
requiring the company to build the 
necessary slides and shutes, and 
also incorporated a clause requiring 
them to build a bridge over the 
Shenango river at Western Reserve 
Harbor. 
After the bridge was fin­ 
ished about 1852-3, he also pro­ 
cured an act of assembly authoriz­ 
ing 
the 
county commissioners to 
take charge of it. and the bridge 
was turned over to them for use 
without expense to the county.
